Many farmers have put in eighteen 
and twenty acres, while some mount up 
abnve tbe thirties. This, tbo eastern 
papers say, is a great mistake, as no farm 
can stand having so muoh tobacco iu. 
Tho other ports aro starved to furnish 
nutriment for that particular field and 
while this may pay for a time there must 
unavoidably come a day of reckoning 
This in their reasoning, and bo it as it 
may, there is no doubt tbat a man can- 
not raise much tobacco andjaucceed with 
his other crops. In the first place no 
farm caa produce manure enough for it,' 
aad tbeu tobaoro is a crop which cannot 
bo slighted. It won't wait until the corn ;s 
hoed or the haying finished, it must be 
attended to all the timo. 
But this ob-
